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Government Aid at Gallaudet College 



Prom the American Annal». 

The authorities of the Columbia 
Institution for the Deaf have found 
so many mistaken ideas prevalent in 
regard to Government aid for stu- 
dents in the advanced department, 
known as Gallaudet College, that I 
am writing briefly to explain the 
situation as controlled by the laws 
of the United States and by the 
rules of the Board of Directors of 
the institution. 

Congress has passed laws, from 
time to time, for the assistance of 
indigent students at Gallaudet. No 
other students except needy one 
provided for, and all others who can 
pay part or all of the full tuition fee 
of $500 are expected to do so. 

The total number of free scholar- 
ships available is 125 and the Board 
of Directors of the institution is 
authorized to make these free 
scholarships stand for such part of 
the expense of instructing the stu- 
dents as it may see fit. For many 
years, a free scholarship has been 
understood to cover the cost of tui- 
tion, board, room, laundry, and or- 
dinary medical attention. It does 
not cover books, car fare, clothing 
and incidental expenses. 

There seem to be three very wide- 
spread misunderstandings in regard 
to the awarding of free scholarsnips. 
One of these is that the free scholar- 
ships are open to any student, no 
matter what his financial circum 
stances may be. As I have aln 
explained, this is entirely wrong i< 

The second misunderstanding is 
that the scholarships are awarded by 
Members of Congress 01 United Stal 
es Senators on application of a candi- 
date. The truth of the matter is t hat 
there is no tuch statue on the hooks 
of the United States. Scholarships 
are awarded on the recommendation 
of the Board of Directors of the in- 
stitution and should be applied 
only to the President of the iustitu 
tion. The final authority in giving 
the scholarships is the Secretary of 
the Interior. 

The Board of Directors of the in 
stitution, which controls its business 
affairs, by its men vote, requires a re- 
commendation from the Member of 
Congress from the District in which 
the applicant tor the fro hip 

resides, saying that he has investi- 
gated the case and believes it to be 
worthy one. 

The third misunderstand.; 
that each State is assigned a certain 
number of scholarships at C.allaudct 
College. Th« fact is that the 
statutes provide that no candidate 
who has successful I 
quirements for admission and who 
comes from a State having less than 
three students already on tin tic 
list, shall be refused admission in 
order to allow a successful candidate 
to enter from a State having aln 
three or more on the free list. 

It has been my experience that 
many candidates apply to Congn 
men for the free eeholarshi peal Gal- 
laudet College before they have 
passed the entrance cxaminati, 
This, of course, means a great deal 
of needless inquiry, correspondence, 
and explanation of the tin. 
affai: 

In a considerable number of i 
students unable to pass the examine 
tions for the collegiate department

No 
free scholarships are provided in 
this department, every student 
ingpaid for by a State, municipality,

i. Applicants for free scholarship! 
must first have passed the required 
entrance examinations and been ad 
mitted bv tin- faculty of the Col 
lege. 



4. Such applicants must 

, really in need of assistance. If 
they are able to pay any part of the 
tuition fee, the Board of Din 
of the college is empowered to make 
a reasonable contract with the 
parents in accordance with their 
means. 

5. Applications for fne scholar- 
ships should not be made to Mem 
bers of Congress but should be 
made to the President of the insti- 
tution, who will act upon them 
promptly and see that proper recom 
mendationa arc made to the Board 

of Directors for final submission to 

the Secretary of the Interior, Re- 
gular forms are furnished for these 

applicants, in which parents b 
quired to state, under oath, their 
financial circumstances, size of the 
family and other information beat- 
ing upon their ability to pay tuition. 

It will relieve the authorities of 

the Columbia Institution for the 
Deaf of a great deal of uni 
correspondence and facilitate the 
handling of application bolar>
